DECLARATION OF RIGHTS. 


We, the People of the State of Maryland, grateful to 
Almighty God for our civil and religtous liberty, and 
taking into our serious consideration the best means 
of establishing a good Constitution in this State for 
the sure foundation and more permanent security 
thereof, declare: 


ArtIcLeE 1. That all Government of right originates 
from the People, is founded in compact only, and insti- 
tuted solely for the good of the whole; and they have, 
at all times, the alienable right to alter, reform or 
abolish their form of Government in such manner as 
they may deem expedient.

Art. 2. The Constitution of the United States, and the 
Laws made or which shall be made in pursuance thereof, 
and all Treaties made, or which shall be made, under the 
authority of the United States, are, and shall be the 
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Supreme Law of the State; and the Judges of this State 
and all the People of this State are and shall be bound 
thereby; anything in the Constitution or Law of this 
State to the contrary notwithstanding.

Arr. 3. The powers not delegated tothe United States 
by the Constitution thereof, nor prohibited by it to the | 
States, are reserved to the States respectively or to the 
People thereof. 


Art. 4. That the People of this State have the sole and 
exclusive right of regulating the internal government and 
police thereof, asa free, sovereign and independent State. 


Arr. 5. That the Inhabitants of Maryland are entitled 
to the Common Law of England, and the trial by Jury, 
according to the course of that law, and to the benefit of 
such of the English Statutes as existed on the Fourth day 
of July, seventeen hundred and seventy-six; and which, 
by experience, have been found applicable to their local 
and other circumstances, and have been introduced, used 
and practiced by the Courts of Law or Equity; and also 
of all Acts of Assembly in force on the first day of June, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-seven; except such as may 
have since expired, or may be inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Constitution; subject, nevertheless, to the 
revision of, and amendment or repeal by, the Legisla- 
ture of this State. And the Inhabitants of Maryland are 
also entitled to all property derived to them from, or 
under the Charter granted by His Majesty Charles th 
First, to Cecilius Calvert, Baron of Baltimore.

Art. 6. That all persons invested with the Legislative 
or Executive powers of Government are Trustees of the 
Public, and as such accountable for their conduct: 
Wherefore, whenever the ends of Government are per- 
verted, and public liberty manifestly endangered, and 
all other means of redress are ineffectual, the People 
may, and of right ought, to reform the old or establisha 
new Government; the doctrine of non-resistance against 
arbitrary power and oppression is absurd, slavish and 
destructive of the good and happiness of mankind. 


Art. 7. That the right of the People to participate in 
the Legislature is the best security of liberty and the 
foundation of all free Government; for this purpose, 
elections ought to be free and frequent; and every * male 
citizen, having the qualifications prescribed by the Con- 


stitution, ought to have the right of suffrage.

Art. 8. That the Legislative, Executive and Judicial 
‘powers of Government ought to be forever separate and 
distinct from each other; and no person exercising the 
functions of one of said Departments shall assume or 
discharge the duties of any other.

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Art. 9. That no power of suspending Laws or the exe- 
cution of Laws, unless by or derived from the Legisla- 
ture, ought to be exercised or allowed. 


Arr. 10. That freedom of speech and debate or pro- 
ceedings in the Legislature ought not to be impeached 
in any Court of Judicature. 


Arr. 11. That Annapolis be the place of meeting of the 
Legislature; and the Legislature ought not to be con- 
vened or held at any other place but from evident 
necessity. 


Arr, 12. That for redress of grievances, and for amend- 
ing, strengthening and preserving the Laws, the Legisla- 
ture ought to be frequently convened. 


Arr, 13. That every man hath a right to petition the 
Legislature for the redress of grievances in a peaceable 
and orderly manner. 


Art. 14. That no aid, charge, tax, burthen or fees 
ought to be rated or levied, under any pretence, without 
the consent of the Legislature. 


Arr. 15. That the levying of taxes by the poll is griev- 
ous and oppressive, and ought to be prohibited; that 
paupers ought not to be assessed for the support of the 
Government; but every person in the State, or person 
holding property therein, ought to contribute his pro- 
portion of public taxes for the support of the Govern- 
ment, according to his actual worth in real or personal 
property ; yet, fines, duties or taxes may properly and 
justly be imposed or laid, with a political view for the 
good government and benefit of the community.

That sanguinary Laws ought to be avoided 
as far as itis consistent with the safety of the State; and 
no Law to inflict cruel and unusual pains and penalties 
ought to be made in any case or at any time hereafter.

ArT. 17. That retrospective Laws, punishing acts com- 
mitted before the existence of such Laws, and by them 
only declared criminal, are oppressive, unjust and incom- 
patible with liberty; wherefore, no ex post facto Law 
ought to be made, nor any retrospective oath or restric- 
tion be imposed or required.

Art. 18. That no Law to attaint particular persons of 
treason or felony ought to be made in any case or at 
any time hereafter. 


Art. 19. That every man, for any injury done to him 
in his person or property, ought to have remedy by the 
course cf the Law of the Land, and ought to have jus-

tice and right, freely without sale, fully without any 
denial, and speedily without delay, according to the 
Law of the Land.

Art. 20. That the trial of facts, where they arise, is 
one of the greatest securities of the lives, liberties and 
estate of the People. 


Art, 21. That in all criminal prosecutions every man 
hath a right to be informed of the accusation against 
him; to have a copy of the Indictment or charge in due 
time (if required) to prepare for his defence; to be 
allowed counsel; to be confronted with the witnesses 
against him; to have process for his witnesses; to ex- 
amine the witnesses for and against him on oath; and 
to a speedy trial by an impartial jury without whose 
unanimous consent he ought not to be found guilty.

Arr. 24. That slavery shall not be re-established in 
this State; but having been abolished under the policy 
and authority of the United States, compensation, in con- 
sideration thereof, is due from the United States. 
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Arr. 25. That excessive bail ought not to be required, 
nor excessive fines imposed, nor cruel or unusual pun- 
ishment inflicted by the Courts of Law. 


Arr. 26. That all warrants, without oath or affirma- 
tion, to search suspected places, or to seize any person or 
property, are grievous and oppressive; and all general 
warrants to search suspected places, or to apprehend 
suspected persons, without naming or describing the ~ 
place, or the person in special, are illegal, and ought not 
to be granted. 


Art, 27. That no conviction shall work corruption of 
blood or forfeiture of estate. 


Art. 28. That a well regulated Militia is the proper 
and natural defence of a free Government. 


Art. 29. That Standing Armies are dangerous to lib- 
erty, and ought not to be raised, or kept up, without the 
consent of the Legislature. 


Art. 30. That in all cases, and at all times, the military 
ought to be under strict subordination to and control of 
the civil power. 


. Art. 31. That no soldier shall, in time of peace, be 
quartered in any house without the consent of the owner, 
nor in time of war, except in the manner prescribed by 
Law. 


Art. 32. That no person except regular soldiers, ma- 
rines and mariners in the service of this State, or militia, 
when in actual service, ought, in any case, to be subject 
to or punishable by Martial Law. 


ArT. 38. That the independency and uprightness of 
Judges are essential to the impartial administration of 
Justice, and a great security to the rights and liberties of 
the People; wherefore, the Judges shall not be removed, 
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except in the manner and for the causes provided in this 
Constitution. No Judge shall hold any other office, civil 
or military, or political trust, or employment of any kind 
whatsoever, under the Constitution or Laws of this State, 
or of the United States, or any of them; or receive fees, 
or perquisites of any kind, for the discharge of his 
official duties.

Arr. 34. That a long continuance in the Executive De- 
partments of power or trust is dangerous to liberty; a 
rotation, therefore, in those Departments is one of the best 
securities of permanent freedom. 


Art. 35. That no person shall hold, at the same time, 
more than one office of profit, created by the Constitution 
or Laws of this State; nor shall any person in public 
trust receive any present from any foreign Prince or 
State, or from the United States, or any of them, without 
the approbation of this State. 


Arr, 36. That asit is the duty of every man to worship 
God in such manneras he thinks most acceptable to Him, 
all persons are equally entitled to protection in their re- 
ligious liberty; wherefore, no person ought by any law to 
be molested in his person or estate on account of his relig- 
ious persuasion or profession,or for his religious practice, 
unless, under the color of religion, he shall disturb the 
good order, peace or safety of the State, or shall infringe 
the laws of morality,or injure others in their natural,civil 
or religious rights; nor ought any person to be compelled 
to frequent, or maintain, or contribute,unless on contract, 
to maintain any place of worship or any ministry; nor 
shall any person, otherwise competent, be deemed incom- 
petent as a witness, or juror, on account of his religious 
belief; provided, he believes in the existence of God,and 
that under His dispensation such person will be held mor- 
ally accountable for his acts, and be rewarded or pun- 


ished therefor in this world or the world to come.

That no religious test ought ever to be re- 
quired as a qualification forany office of profit or trust in 
this State, other than a declaration of belief in the exist- 
ence of God; nor shall the Legislature prescribe any 
oath of office than the oath prescribed by this Constitu- 
tion. 


Art. 38. That every gift, sale or devise of land to any 
Minister, Public Teacher or Preacher of the Gospel, as 
such, or any Religious Sect, Order or Denomination, and 
every gift or sale of goods, or chattels, to go in succession, 
or to take place after the death of the Seller or Donor, to 
or for the support, use or benefit; and also every devise 
of goods or chattels to or for the support, use or benefit of 
any Minister, Public Teacher or Preacher of the Gospel, 
as such, or any Religious Sect Order or Denomination, 
without the prior or subsequent sanction of the Legisla- 
ture, shall be void; except always, any sale, gift, lease or’ 
devise of any quantity of land, not exceeding five acres, 
for a church, meeting house, or other house of worship, or 
parsonage, or for a burying ground, which shall be im- 
proved, enjoyed, or used only for such purpose; or such 
sale, gift, lease or devise shall be void.

Art, 39. That the manner of administering the oath or 
affirmation to any person ought to be such as those of the 
religious persuasion, profession or denomination of which 
he is a member, generally esteem the most effectual con- 
firmation by the attestation of the Divine being. 


Art. 40. That the liberty of the press ought to be in- 
violably preserved; that every citizen of the State ought 
to be allowed to speak, write and publish his sentiments 
on all subjects, being responsible for the abuse of that 
privilege.

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Art. 41. That monopolies are odious, contrary to the 
Spirit of a free government and the principles of com- 
merce and ought not to be suffered.

Art. 42. That no title of nobility or hereditary hon- 
ors ought to be granted in this State. 


Art. 43. That the Legislature ought to encourage the 
diffusion of knowledge and virtue, the extension of a 
judicious system of general education, the promotion of 
literature, the arts, sciences, agriculture, commerce and 
manufactures, and the general amelioration of the condi- 
tion of the people. 


Art. 44. That the provisions of the Constitution of the 
United States, and of this State, apply as well in time of 
war as in timeof peace; and any departure therefrom, or 
violation thereof, under the plea of necessity,or any other 
plea, is subversive of good government and tends to 
anarchy and despotism. 


Art. 45. This enumeration of Rights shall not be con- 


strued to impair or deny others retained by the People.

ARTICLE I. ~* 


ELECTIVE FRANCHISE, 


Section 1. All elections shall be by ballot; and every* 
male citizen of the United States, of the age of twenty- 
one years, or upwards, who has been a resident of the 
State for one year, and of the Legislative District of Balti- 
more city, or of the county, in which he may offer to vote, 
for six months next preceding the election, shall be en- 
titled to vote, in the ward or election district in which 
he resides, at all elections hereafter to be held in this 
State; and in case any county or city shall be so divided 
as to form portions of different electoral districts, for the 
election of Representatives in Congress, Senators, Dele- 
gates, or other Officers, then to entitle a person to vote 
for such officer, he must have been a resident of that part 
of the county, or city, which shall forma part of the 
electoral district, in which he offers to vote, for six months 
next preceding the election; but a person, who shall have 
acquired a residence in such county or city, entitling 
him to vote at any such election, shall be entitled to vote 
in the election district from which he removed, until he 
shall have acquired a residence in the part of the county 
or-city to which he has removed.

No person above the age of twenty-one years, 
convicted of larceny or other infamous crime, unless

Sec. 38. If any person shall give, or offer to give, di- 
rectly or indirectly, any bribe, present, or reward, or any 
promise, or any security, for the payment or the delivery 
of money, or any other thing, to induce any voter to re- 
frain from casting his vote, or to prevent him in any 
way from voting, or to procure a vote for any candidate 
or persons proposed, or voted for, as Elector of President 
and Vice-President of the United States, or Representa- 
tive in Congress, or for any office of profit or trust, created 
by the Constitution or Laws of this State, or by the Ordi- 
nances, or Authority of the Mayor and City Council of 
Baltimore, the person giving, or offering to give, and the 
person receiving the same, and any person who gives, or 
causes to be given, an illegal vote, knowing it to be such, 
at any election to be hereafter held in this State, shall, 
on conviction in a Court of Law, in addition to the pen- 
alties now or hereafter to be imposed by law, be forever 
disqualified to hold any office of profit or trust, or to 
vote at any election thereafter. 


Src. 4. It shall be the duty of the General Assembly 
to pass Laws to punish, with fine and imprisonment, any 
person who shall remove into any election district or 
precinct of any ward of the city of Baltimore, not for the 
purpose of acquiring a bona fide residence therein, but for 
the purpose of voting at an approaching election, or who 
shall vote in any election district or ward in which he 
does not reside (except in the case provided for in this 

article), or shall, at the same election, vote in more than 
one election district, or precinct, or shall vote, or offer to 
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vote in any name not his own, or in place of any other 
person of the same name, or shall vote in any county in 
which he does not reside. 


Sec. 5. The General Assembly shall provide by law for 
a uniform Registration of the names of all voters in 
this State who possess the qualifications prescribed in this 
Article, which Registration shall be conclusive evidence 
to the Judges of election of the right of every person 
thus registered to vote at any election thereafter held in 
this State; but no person shall vote at any election, 
Federal or State, hereafter to be held in this State, or at 
any municipal election in the city of Baltimore, unless 
his name appears in the list of registered voters; and 
until the General Assembly shall hereafter pass an Act 
for the Registration of the names of voters, the law in 
force on the first day of June, in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-seven, in reference thereto, shall be con- 
tinued in force, except so faras it may be inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Constitution; and the registry 
of voters, made in pursuance thereof, may be corrected, 
as provided in said law; but the names of all persons 
shall be added to the list of qualified voters by the officers 
of Registration, who have the qualifications prescribed in 
the first section of this Article, and who are not dis- 
qualified under the provisions of the second and third 
sections thereof.

Sec. 6. Every person elected or appointed to any office 
of profit or trust, under this Constitution, or under the 
laws, made pursuant thereto, shall, before he enters upon 
the duties of such office, take and subscribe the following 
oath or affirmation: I, , do swear, (or affirm, as the 
case may be,) that I will support the Constitution of the 
United States; and that I will be faithful and bear true 
allegiance to the State of Maryland, and support the Con- 
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stitution and Laws thereof; and that I will, to the best of 
my skilland judgment, diligently and faithfully, without 
partiality or prejudice, execute the office of , accord- 
ing to the Constitution and Laws of this State, (and,if a 
Governor, Senator, Member of the House of Delegates, 
or Judge), that I will not, directly or indirectly, receive 
the profits or any part of the profits, of any other office 
during the term of my acting as

Src. 7. Every person hereafter elected or appointed to 
office in this State, who shall refuse or neglect to take the 
oath or affirmation of office provided for in the sixth 
section of this Article, shall be considered as having 
refused to accept the said office; and a new election 
or appointment shall be made, as in case of refusal to 
accept, or resignation of an office; and any person violat- 
ing said oath shall, on conviction thereof, in a Court ‘of 
Law, in addition to the penalties now or hereafter to be 
imposed by law, be thereafter incapable of holding any 
office of profit or trust in this State.

ARTICLE II. 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The executive power of the State shall be 
vested in a Governor, whose term of office shall com- 
mence on the second Wednesday of January next en- 
suing his election, and continue for four years, and until 
his successor shall have qualified; but the Governor 
chosen at the first election under this Constitution shall 
not enter upon the discharge of the duties of the office

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incumbent was elected; unless the said office shall be- 

come vacant by death, resignation, removal from the 

State, or other disqualification of the said incumbent.

Src. 2. An election for Governor, under this Constitu- 
tion, shall be held on the Tuesday next after the first 
Monday of November, in the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-seven, and on the same day and month in every 
fourth year thereafter, at the places of voting for dele- 
gates to the General Assembly; and every person quali- 
fied to vote for Delegates shall be qualified and entitled 
to vote for Governor; the election to be held in the same 
manner as the election of Delegates, and the returns 
thereof under seal to be addressed to the Speaker of the 
House of Delegates, and enclosed and transmitted to the 
Secretary of State, and delivered to said Speaker, at the 
commencement of the session of the General Assembly 
next ensuing said election. 


Src. 3. The Speaker of the House of Delegates shall 
then open the said returns in the presence of both 
Houses; and the person having the highest number of 
votes, and being constitutionally eligible, shall be the 
Governor, and shall qualify, in the manner herein pre- 
scribed, on the second Wednesday of January next 
ensuing his election, or as soon thereafter as may be 
practicable. 


Seo. 4. If two or more persons shall have the highest 
and an equal number of votes for Governor, one of them 
shall be chosen Governor by the Senate and House of 
Delegates, and all questions in relation to the eligibility 
of Governor, and to the returns of said election, and to 
the number and legality of votes therein given, shall be 
determined by the House of Delegates; andif the person 
or persons, having the highest number of votes, be ineli- 
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gible, the Governor shall be chosen by the Senate and 
House of Delegates. Every election of Governor by the 
General Assembly shall be determined by a joint ma~- 
jority of the Senate and House of Delegates, and the vote 
shall be taken viva voce. But if two or more persons 
shall have the highest and an equal number of votes, 
then a second vote shall be taken, which shall be con- 
fined to the persons having an equal number; and if the 
vote should again be equal, then the election of Gov- 
ernor shall be determined by lot between those who shall 
have the highest and an equal number on the first vote. 


Sec. 5. A person to be eligible to the office of Governor 
must have attained the age of thirty years, and must have 
been for ten years a citizen of the State of Maryland, and 
for five years next preceding his election a resident of 
the State, and, at the time of his election, a qualified 
voter therein. 


Suc. 6. In the case of death or resignation of the Gov- 
ernor, or of his removal from the State, or other dis- 
qualification, the General Assembly, if in session, or if 
not; at their next session, shall elect some other qualified 
person to be Governor for the residue of the term for 
which the said Governor had been elected. 


Src. 7. In case of any vacancy in the office of Governor, 
during the recess of the Legislature, the President of the 
Senate shall discharge the duties of said office, until a 
Governor is elected, as herein provided for; and in case of 
the death or resignation of the said President, or of his re- 
moval from the State, or of his refusal to serve, then the 
duties of said office shall, in like manner, and for the same 
interval, devolve upon the Speaker of the House of Dele- 
gates. And the Legislature may provide by Law, for the 
impeachment of the Governor; and in case of his convic- 
tion, or his inability, may declare what person shall per- 
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form the Executive duties; and for any vacancy in said 
office not herein provided for, provision may be made by 
Law; and if such vacancy should occur without such 
provision being made, the Legislature shall be convened 
by the Secretary of State for the purpose of filling said 
vacancy. 


Seo. 8. The Governor shall -be the Commander-in- 
Chief of the land and naval forces of the State; and may 
call out the Militia to repel invasions, suppress insurrec- 
tions, and enforce the execution of the Laws; but shall 
not take the command in person, without the consent of 
the Legislature. 


Seo. 9. He shall take care that the Laws are faith- 
fully executed. 


Src. 10. He shall nominate, and, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, appoint all civil and 
military officers of the State, whose appointment or elec- 
tion is not otherwise herein provided for; unless a dif- 
ferent mode of appointment be prescribed by the Law 
creating the office.

Sec. 11. In case of any vacancy during the recess of 
the Senate, in any office which the Governor has power 
to fill, he shall appoint some suitable person to said 
office, whose commission shall continue in force until 
the end of the next session of the Legislature, or until 
some other person is appointed tothe same office, which- 
ever shall first occur; and the nomination of the person 
thus appointed during the recess, or of some other 
person,in his place, shall be made to the Senate within 
thirty days after the next meeting of the Legislature.

All civil officers appointed by the Governor 
and Senate, shall be nominated to the Senate within fifty 
days from the commencement of each regular session of 
the Legislature; and their term of office, except in cases 
otherwise provided for in this Constitution, shall com- 
mence on the first Monday of May next ensuing their 
appointment, and continue for two years,(unless removed 
from office), and until their successors, respectively, 
qualify according to Law; but the term of office of the 
Inspectors of Tobacco shall commence on the first Mon- 
day of March next ensuing their appointment.

If a vacancy shall occur, during the session 
of the Senate, in any office which the Governor and 
Senate have the power to fill, the Governor shall nomi- 
nate to the Senate, before its final adjournment, a proper 
person to fill said vacancy, unless such vacancy occurs 
within ten days before said final adjournment.

Sno. 15. The Governor may suspend or arrest any 
military officer of the State for disobedience of orders or 
other military offence; and may remove him in pur- 
suance of the sentence of a Court Martial; and may re 
move for incompetency or misconduct, all civil officers 
who received appointment from the Executive for a term 
of years.

To guard against hasty or partial legislation 
and encroachments of the Legislative Department upon 
the co-ordinate, Executive and Judicial Departments, 
every Bill which shall have passed the House of Dele- 
gates and the Senate shall, before it becomes a law, be 
presented to the Governor of the State; if he approve he 
shall sign it, but if not he shall return it with his objec- 
tions to the House in which it originated, which House 
shall enter the objections at large on its Journal and 
proceed to reconsider the Bill; if, after such reconsidera- 
tion, three-fifths of the members elected to that House 
shall pass the Bill, it shall besent with the objections to 
the other House, by which it shall likewise be reconsid- 
ered, and if it pass by three-fifths of the members elected 
to that House it shall become a law; but in all such cases 
the votes of both Houses shall be determined by yeas and — 
nays, and the names of the persons voting for and against 
the Bill shall be entered on the Journal of each House, 
respectively. If any Bill shall not be returned by the 
Governor within six days (Sundays excepted), after it 
shall have been presented to him, the same shall bea law 
in like manner as if he signed it, unless the General 
Assembly shall, by adjournment, prevent its return, in 
which case itshall not bealaw. The Governor shall have 
power to disapprove of any item or items of any Bills 
making appropriations of money embracing distinct items, 
and the part or parts of the Bill approved shall be the 
law, and the item or items of appropriations disapproved 
shall be void unless repassed according to the rules or 
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limitations prescribed for the passage of other Bills over 
the Executive veto.

Src. 18. It shall be the duty of the Governor, semi- 
annually, (and oftener, if he deems it expedient), to ex- 
amine under oath the Treasurer and Comptroller of the 
State on all matters pertaining to their respective offices, 
and inspect and review their bank and other account 
books. | 


Src. 19. He shall, from time to time, inform the 
Legislature of the condition of the State, and recommend 
to their consideration such measures as he may judge 
necessary and expedient. 


Sec. 20. He shall have power to grant reprieves and 
pardons, except in cases of impeachment, and cases in 
which he is prohibited by other Articles of this Consti- 
tution; and to remit fines and forfeitures for offences 
against the State; but shall not remit the principal or 
interest of any debt due the State, except in cases of 
fines or forfeitures; and before granting a nolle prosequi, 
or pardon, he shall give notice, in one or more news- 
papers, of the application made for it, and of the day on 
or after whith his decision will be given; and in every 
case in which he exercises his power, he shall report to 
either Branch of the Legislature, whenever required, the 
petitions, recommendations and reasons which influenced 
his decision. 


Src. 21. The Governor shall reside at the seat of gov- 
ernment, and receive for his services an annual salary of 
four thousand five hundred dollars.

Senate, who shall continue in office, unless sooner re- 
moved by the Governor, till the end of the official term 
of the Governor from whom he received his appoint- 
ment, and receive an annual salary of two thousand dol- 
lars, and shall reside at the seat of government ; and the 
office of Private Secretary shall thenceforth cease. 


Src. 23. The Secretary of State shall carefully keep 
and preserve a record of all official acts and proceedings, 
which may at all times be inspected by a committee of 
either branch of the Legislature; and he shall perform 
such other duties as may be prescribed by law, or as may 
properly belong to his office, together with all clerical

ARTICLE III. 


LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Secrion 1. The Legislature shall consist of two distinct 
branches—a Senate and a House of Delegates—and shall 
be styled the General Assembly of Maryland.

Sec. 2. Each County in the State, and each of the three 
Legislative Districts of Baltimore City, as they are now, 
or may hereafter be defined, shall be entitled to one 
- Senator, who shall be elected by the qualified voters of 
the Counties, and of the Legislative Districts of Balti- 
more City, respectively, and shall serve for four years 
from the date of his election, subject to the classification 
of Senators hereafter provided for. 


Sec. 3. Until the taking and publishing of the next 
National Census, or until the enumeration of the popula- 
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tion of this State, under the authority thereof, the several 
counties, and the city of Baltimore, shall have a represen- 
tation in the House of Delegates, as follows: Alleghany 
County, five delegates; Anne Arundel County, three Dele- 
gates; Baltimore County, six delegates; each of the 
three Legislative Districts of the City of Baltimore, six 
Delegates; Calvert County, two Delegates ; Caroline 
County, two Delegates; Carroll County, four Delegates; 
Cecil County, four Delegates; Charles County, two Dele- 
gates; Dorchester County, three Delegates; Frederick 


County, six Delegates; Harford County, four Delegates; 
Howard County, two Delegates; Kent County, two Dele- 


gates; Montgomery County, three Delegates; Prince 
George’s County, three Delegates; Queen Anne’s County, 
two Delegates; St. Mary’s County, two Delegates; 
Somerset County, three Delegates; Talbot County, two 
Delegates; Washington County, five Delegates, and 
Worcester County, three Delegates.” 


Src. 4. As soon as may be after the taking and publish- 
ing of the next National Census, or after the enumeration 
of the population of this State, under the authority 
thereof, there shall be an apportionment of representa- 
tion in the House of Delegates, to be made on the follow- 
ing basis, to wit: Each of the several Counties of the State 
having a population of eighteen thousand souls, or less, 
shall be entitled to two Delegates, and every County 
having a population of over eighteen thousand, and less 
than twenty-eight thousand souls, shall be entitled to 
three Delegates; and every County having a population 
of twenty-eight thousand, and less than forty thousand 
souls, shall be entitled to four Delegates; and every

Anne’s, three Delegates; Talbot, three Delegates; Washington, four Delegates; 
Wicomico, three Delegates. The others are unchanged. 
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County having a population of forty thousand, and less 
than fifty-five thousand souls, shall be entitled ta five 
Delegates; and every County having a population of 
fifty-five thousand souls, and upwards, shall be entitled 
to six Delegates, and no more; and each of the three 
Legislative Districts of the City of Baltimore shall be 


entitled to the number of Delegates to which the largest 
County shall or may be entitled, under the aforegoing 


apportionment. And the General Assembly shall have 
power to provide by law, from time to time, for altering 
and changing the boundaries of the three existing Legis- 
lative Districts of the City of Baltimore, so as to make 
them, as near as may be, of equal population, but said 
Districts shall always consist of contiguous territory. 


Sec. 5. Immediately after the taking and publishing 
of the next National Census, or after any State enumera- 
tion of population, as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of 
the Governor, then being, to arrange the representation 
in said House of Delegates in accordance with the ap- 
portionment herein provided for; and to declare, by 
Proclamation, the number of Delegates to which each 
County and the City of Baltimore may be entitled under 
such apportionment; and after every National Census 
taken thereafter, or after any State enumeration of 
population thereafter made, it shall be the duty of the 
Governor, for the time being, to make similar adjust- 
ment of representation, and to declare the same by 
Proclamation, as aforesaid. 


Sxc. 6. The members of the House of Delegates shall 
be elected by the qualified voters of the Counties, and 
the Legislative Districts of Baltimore City, respectively, 
to serve for two years from the day of their election. 


Sec. 7. The first election for Senators and Delegates 
Shall take place on the Tuesday next after the first 
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Monday in the month of November, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-seven; and the election for Delegates and, as 
nearly as practicable, for one-half of the Senators, shall 
be held on the same day, in every second year there- 
after. 


Src. 8. Immediately after the Senate shall have con- 
vened, after the first election, under this Constitution, 
the Senators shall be divided by lot into two classes, as 
nearly equal in number as may be. Senators of the first 
class shall go out of office at the expiration of two years, 
and Senators shall be elected on the Tuesday next after 
the first Monday in the month of November, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-nine, for the term of four years, to 
supply their places; so that, after the first election, one- 
half of the Senators may be chosen every second year. 
In case the number of Senators be hereafter increased, 
such classification of the additional Senators shall be 
made as to preserve, as nearly as may be, an equal num- 
ber in each class. 


Src. 9. No person shall be eligible as a Senator or 
Delegate who, at the time of his election, is not a citizen 
of the State of Maryland, and who has not resided 
therein for at least three years next preceding the day of 
his election, and the last year thereof, in the County, or 
in the Legislative District of Baltimore City, which he 
may be chosen to represent, if such County or Legisla- 
tive District of said City shall have been so long estab 
lished; and if not, then in the County or City, from 
which, in whole or in part, the same may have been 
formed; nor shall any person be eligible as a Senator 
unless he shall have attained the age of twenty-five 
years, nor as a Delegate unless he shall have attained 
the age of twenty-one years, at the time of his election. 


Src. 10. No member of Congress, or person holding 
any civil or military office under the United States shall 


a 
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be eligible as a Senator or Delegate; and if any person 
shall, after his election as Senator or Delegate, be elected 
to Congress, or be appointed to any office, civil or mili- 
tary, under the Government of the United States, his 
acceptance thereof shall vacate his seat. 


Sec. 11. No Minister or Preacher of the Gospel or of 
any religious creed cr denomination, and no person hold- 
ing any civil office of profit or trust under this State, 
except Justices of the Peace, shall be eligible as Senator 
or Delegate. 


Src. 12. No Collector, Receiver or Holder of public 
money shall be eligible as Senator or Delegate, or to any 
office of profil or trust under this State, until he shall 
have accounted for and paid into the Treasury all sums 
on the books thereof charged to and due by him. 


Sec. 13. In case of death, disqualification, resignation, 
refusal to act, expulsion, or removal from the county or 
city for which he shall have been elected, of any person 
who shall have been chosen as a Delegate or Senator, or 
in case of a tie between two or more such qualified 
persons, a warrant of election shall be issued by the 
Speaker of the House of Delegates, or President of the 
Senate, as the case may be, for the election of another 
person in his place, of which election not less than ten 
days’ notice shall be given, exclusive of the day of the 
publication of the notice and the day of election; and 
if during the recess of the Legislature, and more than ten 
days before its termination, such death shall occur, or 
such resignation, refusal to act or disqualitication be'com- 
municated in writing to the Governor by the person so 
resigning, refusing or disqualified, it shall be the duty of 
the Governor to issue a warrant of election to supply the 
vacancy thus created, in the same manner the said 
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Speaker or President might have done during the session 
of the General Assembly; provided, however, that unless 
a meeting of the General Assembly may intervene, the 
election thus ordered to fill such vacancy shall be held on 
the day of the ensuing election for Delegates and Senators. 


Sec. 14. The General Assembly shall meet on the first 
Wednesday of January, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
eight, and on the same day in every second year there- 
after, and at no other time, unless convened by Procla- 
mation of the Governor. 


Sec. 15. The General Asembly may continue its session 
so long as in its judgment the public interest may 
require, for a period not longer than ninety days; and 
each member thereof shall receive a compensation of five 
dollars per diem for every day he shall attend the session, 
but not for such days as he may be absent, unless absent 
on account of sickness or by leave of the House of which 
he is a member; and he shall also receive such mileage as 
may be allowed by law, not exceeding twenty cents per 
mile; and the presiding officer of each House shall receive 
an additional compensation of three dollars per day. 
When the General Assembly shall be convened by Proc- 
lamation of the Governor, the session shall not continue 


longer than thirty days, and in such case the compen- . 


sation shall be the same as herein prescribed. 


Sec. 16. No book, or other printed matter, not apper- 
taining to the business of the session, shall be purchased 
or subscribed for, for the use of the members of the 
General Assembly, or be distributed among them, at the 
public expense. 


Sec. 17. No Senator or Delegate, after qualifying as 
such, notwithstanding he may hereafter resign, shall 
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during the whole period of time for which he was elected, 
be eligible to any office which shall have been created, or 
the salary or profits of which shall have been increased, 
during such term. 


Sec. 18. No Senator or Delegate shall be liable in any 
civil action or criminal prosecution whatever for words 
spoken in debate. 


Src. 19. Each House shall be judge of the qualifica- 
tions and elections of its members, as prescribed by the 
Constitution and Laws of the State; shall appoint its 
own Officers, determine the rules of its own proceedings, 
punish a member for disorderly or disrespectful behavior, 
and with the consent of two-thirds of its whole number 
of members elected, expel a member; but no member 
shall be expelled a second time for the same offence. 


Sec. 20. A majority of the whole number of members 
elected to each House shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business; but a smaller number may ad- 
journ from day to day, and compel the attendance of 
absent members in such manner and under such penalties 
as each House may prescribe. 


Sec. 21. The doors of each House and of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole shall be open, except when the 
business is such as ought to be kept secret. 


Sec. 22. Hach House shall keep a Journal of its pro- 
ceedings and cause the same to be published. The yeas 
and nays of members on any question shall, at the call 
of any five of them in the House of Delegates, or one in 
the Senate, be entered on the Journal. 


Src. 23. Each House may punish by imprisonment, 
during the session of the General Assembly, any person, 
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not a member for disrespectful or disorderly behavior in 
its presence, or for obstructing any of its proceedings, or 
any of its officers in the execution of their duties; pro- 
vided, such imprisonment shall not at any one time, ex- 
ceed ten days. 


Src. 24. The House of Delegates may inquire, on the 
oath of witnesses, into all complaints, grievances and 
offences, as the Grand Inquest of the State, and may com- 
mit any person for any crime to the public jail, there to 
remain until discharged by due course of law. They 
may examine and pass all accounts of the State, relating 
either to the collection or expenditure of the revenue, and 
appoint auditors to state and adjust the same. They 
may call forall public or official papers and records, and 
send for persons whom they may judge necessary, in the 
course of their inquiries, concerning affairs relating to the 
public interest, and may direct all office bonds which 
shall be made payable to the State to be sued for any 

‘preach thereof; and with the view to the more certain 
prevention or correction of the abuses in the expendi- 
tures of the money of the State, the General Assembly 
shall create, at every session thereof, a Joint Standing 
Committee of the Senate and House of Delegates, who 
shall have power to send for persons and examine them 
on oath, and call for public or official papers and records; 
and whose duty it shall be to examine and report upon 
all contracts made for printing, stationery, and purchases 
for the public offices and library, and all expenditures 
therein, and upon all matters of alleged abuse in expen- 
ditures, to which their attention may be called by reso- 
lution of either House of the General Assembly.

Sac. 25. Neither House shall, without the consent of 
the other, adjourn for more than three days at any one 
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time, nor adjourn to any other place than that in which 
the House shall be sitting, without the concurrent vote 
of two-thirds of the members present. 


SEC. 26. The House of Delegates shall have the sole 
power of impeachment in all cases; but a majority of all 
the members elected must concur in the impeachment. 
All impeachments must be tried by the Senate, and when 
sitting for that purpose, the Senators shall be on oath or 
affirmation to do justice according to the law and the 
evidence; but no person shall be convicted without the 
concurrence of two-thirds of all the Senators elected. 


Src. 27. Any bill may originate in either House of the 
General Assembly, and be altered, amended, or rejected 
by the other; but no bill shall originate in either House 
during the last ten days of the session, unless two-thirds 
of the members elected thereto shall so determine by 
yeas and nays; nor shall any bill become a law until it 
be read on three different days of the session in each 
House, unless two-thirds of the members elected to the 
House where such bill is pending shall so determine by 
yeas and nays; and no bill shall be read a third time 
until it shall have been actually engrossed for a third 
reading. . ‘ 


Src. 28. No bill shall become a law unless it be passed 
in each House by a majority of the whole number of 
members elected, and on its final passage the yeas and 
nays be recorded; nor shall any resolution requiring the 
action of both Houses be passed except in the same 
manner. 


Sec. 29. The style of all laws of this State shall be, “Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of Maryland:” and 
all laws shall be passed by original bill; and every law 
enacted by the General Assembly shall embrace but one 
subject, and that shall be described in its title; and no 
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law, nor section of law, shall be revived or amended by 
reference to its title or section only; nor shall any law 
be construed by reason of its title to grant powers or 
confer rights which are not expressly contained in the 
body of the Act; and it shall be the duty of the General 
Assembly, in amending any article or section of the Code 
of Laws of this State, to enact the same as the said arti- 
cle or section would read when amended. And whenever 
the General Assembly shall enact any Public General 
Law, not amendatory of any section or article in the said 
Code, it shall be the duty of the General Assembly to 
enact the same, in articles and sections, in the same man- 
ner as the Code is arranged, and to provide for the pub- 
lication of all additions and alterations which may be 
made to the said Code.

ARTICLE IV. 
JUDICIARY DEPARTMENT. 
Part I—General Provisions. 


Section 1. The Judicial power of this State shall be 
vested in a Court of Appeals, Circuit Courts, Orphans’ 
Courts, such Courts for the City of Baltimore as are here- 
inafter provided for, and Justices of the Peace; all said 
Courts shall be courts of Record, and each shall have a 
seal to be used in the authentication of all process issuing 


t 
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therefrom. The process and official character of Justices 
-of the Peace shall be authenticated as hath heretofore 
been practised in this State, or may hereafter be pre- 
scribed by Law.

The Judges of all of the said Courts shall be 
citizens of the State of Maryland, and qualified voters 
under this Constitution, and shall have resided therein 
not less than five years, and not less than six months next 
preceding their election or appointment in the judicial . 
circuit, as the case may be, for which they may be 
respectively elected or appointed. They shall be not less 
than thirty years of age at the time of their election or 
appointment, and shall be selected from those who have 
been admitted to practice Law in this State, and who are 
most distinguished for integrity, wisdom and sound legal 
knowledge.

The Judge or Judges of any Court may appoint 
such officers for their respective Courts as may be found 
necessary; and such officers of the Courts'in the City of 
Baltimore shall be appointed by the Judges of the Su- 
preme Bench of Baltimore City: It shall be the duty of

The Clerks of the several Courts created or 
continued by this Constitution, shall have charge and 
custody of the records and other papers; shall perform 
all the duties and be allowed the fees which appertain to 
their several offices, as the same now are or may hereafter 
be regulated by law. And the office and business of said 
Clerks, in all their departments, shall be subject to the 
visitorial power of the Judges of their respective Courts, 
who shall exercise the same, from time to time, so as to 
insure the faithful performance of the duties of said 
offices; and it shall be the duties of the Judges of said 
Courts, respectively, to make from time to time, such 
rules and regulations as may be necessary and proper for 
the government of said Clerks, and for the performance 
of the duties of their offices, which shall have the force of 
law until repealed or modified by the General Assembly.

to be used in Equity cases; and to revise and regulate, 
generally, the practice in the Courts of Equity of this 
State, so as to prevent delays, and to promote brevity and 
conciseness in all pleadings and proceedings therein, and 
to abolish all unnecessary costs and expenses attending 
the same. And all rules and regulations hereby directed 
to be made shall, when made, have the force of Law, 
until rescinded, changed or modified by the said Judges, 
or the General Assembly.

Suc. 19. The State shall be divided into eight Judicial 
Circuits, in manner following, viz: The Counties of 
Worcester, Somerset, Dorchester and Wicomico,* shall 
constitute the First Circuit; the Counties of Caroline, 
Talbot, Queen Anne’s, Kent and Cecil, the Second; the 
Counties of Baltimore and Harford, the Third; the 
Counties of Allegany, Washington and Garrett,t the 
Fourth; the Counties of Carroll, Howard and Anne 
Arundel, the Fifth; the Counties of Montgomery and 
Frederick, the Sixth; the Counties of Prince George’s, 
Charles, Calvert and St. Mary’s, the Seventh, and Balti- 
more City, the Eighth.

Suc. 29. The Circuit Court of Baltimore City shall have 
exclusive jurisdiction in Equity within the limits of said 
city, and all such jurisdiction as the present Circuit Court 
of Baltimore City has; provided, the said Court shall not 
have jurisdiction in applications for the writ of habeas 
corpus in cases of persons charged with criminal offences. 


Src. 30. The Criminal Court of Baltimore shall have 
and exercise all the jurisdiction now held and exercised 
by the Criminal Court of Baltimore, except in such Ap- 
peal Cases as are herein assigned to the Baltimore City 
Court. 


Sro. 31. There shall be elected by the legal and quali- 
fied voters of said city, at the elections, hereinbefore pro-

Part VI.—Justices of the Peace. 


Src. 42. The Governor, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, shall appoint such number of Justices 
of the Peace, and the County Commissioners of the sev- 
eral counties, and the Mayor and City Council of Balti- 
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more, respectively, shall appoint such number of Consta- 
bles, for the several Election Districts of the counties and 
wards of the City of Baltimore, as are now or may here- 
after be prescribed by Law; and Justices of the Peace and 
Constables so appointed shall be subject to removal by 
the Judge or Judges having criminal jurisdiction in the 
county or city, for incompetency, wilful neglect of duty, 
or misdemeanor in office, on conviction in a Court of Law. 
The Justices of the Peace and Constables so appointed 
and commissioned shall be Conservators of the Peace; 
shall hold their office for two years, and shall have juris- 
diction, duties and compensation, subject to such right of 
appeal in all cases from the judgment of Justices of the 
Peace, as hath been heretofore exercised, or shall be here- 
after prescribed by Law.

He shall 
hold his office for two years, and until his successor is 
duly elected and qualified; shall be ineligible for two 
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years thereafter; shall give such bond, exercise such 
powers, and perform such duties as now are or may here- 
after be fixed by law. In case of a vacancy by death, 
resignation, refusal to serve, or neglect to qualify, or give 
bond, or by disqualification, or removal from the County 
or City, the Governor shall appoint a person to be Sheriff 
for the remainder of the official term.

ARTICLE V. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL AND STATE’S ATTORNEYS. 


Attorney General. 


Section 1. There shall be an Attorney-General elected 
by the qualified voters of the State, on general ticket, on 
the Tuesday next after the first Monday in the month of 
November, eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, and on the 
same day in every fourth year thereafter, who shall hold 
his office for four years from the time of his election and 
qualification, and until his successor is elected and quali- 
fied, and shall be re-eligible thereto, and shall be subject 
to removal for incompetency, wilful neglect of duty, or 
misdemeanor in office, on conviction in a court of law.

Sec. 2. All elections for Attorney-General shall be cer- 
tified to, and returns made thereof by the Clerks of the 
Circuit Courts for the several Counties, and the Clerk of 
the Superior Court of Baltimore City, to the Governor of 
the State, whose duty it shall be to decide on the election 
and qualification of the person returned; and in case of a | 
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tie between two or more persons, to designate which of 
said persons shall qualify as Attorney-General, and to 
administer the oath of office to the person elected.

Src. 8. It shall be the duty of the Attorney-General to 
prosecute and defend on the part of the State all cases, 
which at the time of his appointment and qualification, 
and which thereafter may be depending in the Court of 
Appeals, or in the Supreme Court of the United States .

terested; and he shall give his opinion in writing when- 
ever required by the General Assembly, or either branch 
thereof, the Governor, the Comptroller, the Treasurer, or 
any State’s Attorney, on any legal matter, or subject 
depending before them, or either of them; and when re- 
quired by the Governor, or the General Assembly, he 
shall aid any State’s Attorney in prosecuting any suit or 
action brought by the State in any Court of this State, 
and he shall commence and prosecute or defend any suit 
or action in any of said Courts, on the part of the State, 
which the General Assembly or the Governor, acting ac- 
cording to law, shall direct to be commenced, prosecuted 
or defended; and he shall receive for his services an an- 
nual salary of three thousand dollars; but he shall not 
be entitled to receive any fees, perquisites or rewards 
whatever, in addition to the salary aforesaid, for the 
performance of any official duty; nor have power to 
appoint any agent, representative or deputy, under any 
circumstances whatever; nor shall the Governor employ 
any additional counsel in any case whatever, unless au- 
thorized by the General Assembly.

General, occasioned by death, resignation, removal from 
the State or from office, or other disqualification, the said 
vacancy shall be filled by the Governor for the residue of 
the term thus made vacant. 


It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Court 
of Appeals and the Commissioner of the Land Office, 
respectively, whenever a case shall be brought into said 
court or office, in which the State is a party or has interest, 
immediately to notify the Attorney-General thereof.

County and the City of Baltimore, to be styled “The 
State’s Attorney,” who shall be elected by the voters 
thereof, respectively, on the Tuesday next after the first 
Monday in November, in the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-seven, and on the same day every fourth year there- 
after; and shall hold his office for four years from the first 
Monday in January next ensuing his election, and until 
his successor shall be elected and qualified, and shall be 
re-eligible thereto and be subject to removal therefrom for 
incompetency, wilful neglect of duty or misdemeanor in 
office, on conviction in a Court of Law, or by a vote of 
two-thirds of the Senate, on the recommendation of the 
Attorney-General, 


Sec. 8. All elections for the State’s Attorney shall be certi- 
fied to and returns made thereof by the Clerks of the said 
counties and cities to the Judges thereof having criminal 
jurisdiction, respectively, whose duty it shall be to decide 
upon the elections and qualifications of the persons re- 
turned; and in case of a tie between two or more persons, 
to designate which of said persons shall qualify as State’s 
Attorney, and to administer the oaths of office to the per- 
sons elected. 
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Src, 9. The State’s Attorney shall perform such duties 
and receive such fees and commissions as are now or may 
hereafter be prescribed by Law, and if any State’s Attor- 
ney shall receive any other fee or reward than such as is 
or may be allowed by Law, he shall, on conviction thereof, 
be removed from office; provided, that the State’s Attor- 
ney for Baltimore City shall have power to appoint one 
Deputy, at a salary of not more than fifteen hundred dol- 
lars per annum, to be paid by the State’s Attorney out of 
the fees of his office, as has heretofore been practised. 


No person shall be eligible to the office of 
State’s Attorney who has not been admitted to practice 
Law in this State, and who has not resided for at least 
two years in the county or city in which he may be 
elected.

And the State’s Attorney of each county, and of the City 
of Baltimore, before he shall enter on the discharge of his 
duties, shall execute a bond to the State of Maryland, for 
the faithful performance of his duties, in the penalty of 
ten thousand dollars, with two or more sureties, to be 
approved by the Judge of the Court having criminal juris- 
diction in said counties or city. 
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ARTICLE VI. 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


Secrion 1. There shall be a Treasury Department, con- 
sisting of a Comptroller; chosen by the qualified electors 
of the State, at each regular election of members of the 
House of Delegates, who shall receive an annual salary of 
two thousand five hundred dollars; and a Treasurer to be 
appointed by the two Houses of the Legislature, at each 
regular session thereof, on joint ballot, who shall receive 
an annual salary of two thousand five hundred dollars; 
and the terms of: office of the said Comptroller and 
Treasurer shall be for two years, and until their suc- 
cessors shall qualify; and neither of the said officers shall 
be allowed, or receive any fees, commissions or perquisites 
of any kind, in addition to his salary, for the performance 
of any duty or services whatsoever. Incase of a vacancy 
in either of the offices by death, or otherwise, the Gov- 
ernor, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
shall fill such vacancy by appointment, to continue until 
another election, or a choice by the Legislature, as the 
case may be, and until the qualification of the successor. 
The Comptroller and the Treasurer shall Keep their offices 
at the seat of Government, and shall take such oath, and 
enter into such bonds for the faithful discharge of their 
duties as are now, or may hereafter be, prescribed by law.

Src. 2. The Comptroller shall have the general super- 
intendence of the fiscal affairs of the State; he shall digest 
and prepare plans for the improvement and management 
of the revenue, and for the support of the public credit; 
prepare and report estimates of the revenue and expen- 
ditures of the State; superintend and enforce the prompt 
collection of all taxes and revenue; adjust and settle, on 
terms prescribed by law, with delinquent collectors and 
receivers of taxes and State revenue; preserve all public 
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accounts; decide on the forms of keeping and stating 
accounts; grant, under regulations prescribed by Law, all 
warrants for money to be paid out of the Treasury, in 
pursuance of appropriations by Law; and countersign all 
checks drawn by the Treasurer upon any bank or banks, 
in which the moneys of the State may, from time to time, 
be deposited; prescribe the formalities of the transfer of 
stock, or other evidence of the State debt, and counter- 
sign the same, without which such evidence shall not be 
valid; he shall make to the General Assembly full reports 
. of all his proceedings, and of the state of the treasury 
department, within ten days after the commencement of 
each Session; and perform such other duties as shall be 
prescribed by Law.

Sec. 3. The Treasurer shall receive the moneys of the 
State, and, until otherwise prescribed by law, deposit them, 
as soon as received, to the credit of the State, in such bank 
or banks as he may, from time to time, with the approval 
of the Governor, select (the said bank or banks giving 
security, satisfactory to the Governor, for the safe keeping 
and forthcoming, when required, of said deposits), and 
shall disburse the same for the purposes of the State, 
according to law, upon warrants, drawn by the Comptroller; 
and on checks countersigned by him, and not otherwise; he 
shall take receipts for all moneys paid by him; and re- 
ceipts for moneys received by him shall be endorsed upon 
warrants signed by the Comptroller; without which war- 
rauts, so signed, no acknowledgments of money received 
into the treasury shall be valid; and upon warrants, issued 
by the Comptroller, he shall make arrangements for the 
payment of the interest of the public debt, and for the 
purchase thereof on account of thesinking fund. Every 
bond, certificate, or other evidence of the debt of the State, 
shall be signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by the 
Comptroller; and no new certificate or other evidence in- 
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tended to replace another, shall be issued until the old one 
shall be delivered to the Treasurer, and authority executed 
in due form for the transfer of the same filed in his office, 
and the transfer accordingly made on the books thereof, 
and the certificate or other evidence cancelled; but the 
Legislature may make provisions for the loss of certifi- 
cates, or other evidences of the debt; and may prescribe 
by Law, the manner in which the Treasurer shall receive 
and keep the moneys of the State. 


Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall render his accounts quar- 
terly to the Comptroller, and shall publish monthly, in 
such newspapers as the Governor may direct, an abstract 
thereof, showing the amount of cash on hand, and the 
place or places of deposit thereof; and on the third day of 
each regular session of the Legislature he shall submit to 
the Senate and House of Delegates fairand accurate copies 
of all accounts by him, from time to time, rendered and 
settled with the Comptroller. He shall at all times sub- 
mit to the Comptroller the inspection of the money in his 
hands, and perform all other duties that shall be pre- 
scribed by Law. 


Sec. 5. The Comptroller shall qualify and enter on the 
duties of his office on the third Monday of January next 
succeeding the time of his election, or as soon thereafter 
as practicable. And the Treasurer shall qualify within 
one month after his appointment by the Legislature.

Sec. 6. Whenever during the recess of the Legislature 
charges shall be preferred to the Governor against the 
Comptroller or Treasurer for incompetency, malfeasance 
in office, wilful neglect of duty, or misappropriation of the 
funds of the State, it shall be’the duty of the Governor 
forthwith to notify the party so charged and fix a day for 
a hearing of said charges; and if from the evidence taken, 
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under oath, on said hearing before the Governor, the said 
allegations shall be sustained, it shall be the duty of the 
Governor to remove said offending officer and appoint 
another in his place, who shall hold the office for the un- 
expired term of the officer so removed. 





ARTICLE VII. 
SUNDRY OFFICERS. 


County Commissioners—Surveyor—State Librarian— 
Commissioner of the Land Ofice— Wreck Master. 


Srcrion 1. County Commissioners shall be elected on 
general ticket of each county by the qualified voters of the 
several counties of the State, on the Tuesday next after 
the first Monday in the month of November, commencing 
in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one; their num- 
ber in each county, their compensation, powers and duties 
shall be such as now or may be hereafter prescribed by 
law, they shall be elected at such times, in such numbers 
and for such periods not exceeding six years, as may be 
prescribed by law.*

Src. 2. The qualified voters of each County and of the 
City of Baltimore shall on the Tuesday next after the first 
Monday in the month of November, in the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven, and on the same day in every 
second year thereafter, elect a Surveyor for each County 
and the City of Baltimore, respectively, whose term of 
office shall commence on the first Monday of January next 
ensuing their election, and whose duties and compensa- 
tion shall be the same as are now or may hereafter be 
prescribed by Law. And any vacancy in the office of

ate, and shall hold his office during the term of ‘the Gov- 
ernor, by whom he shall have been appointed, and until 
his successor shall be appointed and qualified. His salary 
shall be fifteen hundred dollars a year; and he shall per- 
form such duties as are now, or may hereafter be pre- 
scribed by Law; and no appropriation shall be made by 
Law to pay for any clerk, or assistant to the Librarian. 
And it shall be the duty of the Legislature, at its first ses- 
sion after the adoption of this Constitution, to pass a Law 
regulating the mode and manner in which the books in 
the Library shall be kept and accounted for by the 
Librarian, and requiring the Librarian to give a bond, in 
such penalty as the Legislature may prescribe, for the 
proper discharge of his duties.

Sec. 4. There shall be a Commissioner of the Land 
Office, who shall be appointed by the Governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, who shall hold 
his office during the term of the Governor, by whom he 
shall have been appointed, and until his successor shall 
be appointed and qualified. Heshall perform such duties 
as are now required of the Commissioner of the Land 
Office, or such as may hereafter be prescribed by Law, and 
shall also be the Keeper of the Chancery Records. He 
shall receive a salary of one thousand five hundred dol- 
lars per annum, to be paid out of the treasury, and shall 
charge such fees as are now, or may be hereafter fixed by 
Law. He shall make a semi-annual report of all the fees 
of his office, both as Commissioner of the Land Office, and 
as Keeper of the Chancery Records; to the Comptroller of 
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the Treasury, and shall pay the same semi-annually into 
the treasury. 


Sec. 5. The Commissioner of the Land Office shall also, 
without additional compensation, collect, arrange, classify, 
have charge of, and safely Keep all papers, records, relics, 
and other memorials connected with the early history of 
Maryland, not belonging to any other office. 


Sec. 6. The qualified voters of Worcester County shall 
on the Tuesday next. after the first Monday in the month 
of November, in the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
seven,and every two years thereafter, elect a Wreck-Master 
for said County, whose duties and compensation shall be 
the same as are now prescribed by law; the term of office 
of said Wreck-Master shall commence on the first Monday 
of January next succeeding his election, and a vacancy in 
said office shall be filled by the County Commissioners of 
said County for the residue of tbe term. 





ARTICLE VIII. 
EDUCATION. 


Section 1. The General Assembly, at its first session 
after the adoption of this Constitution, shall by law, es- 
tablish thoughout the State a thorough and efficient 
system of free Public Schools; and shall provide by tax- 
ation, or otherwise, for their maintenance. 


Src. 2. The system of Public Schools, as now consti- 
tuted, shall remain in force until the end of the said first 
session of the General Assembly, and shall then expire; 
except so far as adopted or continued by the General 
Assembly. 


Sec. 3. The School Fund of the State shall be kept 
inviolate, and appropriated only to the purposes of 
education. 
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ARTICLE IX. 
MILITIA AND MILITARY AFFAIRS. 


Section 1. The General Assembly shall make, from 
time to time, such provisions for organizing, equipping and 
disciplining the Militia, as the exigency may require, and 
pass such Laws to promote Volunteer Militia Organiza- 
tious as may afford them effectual encouragement. 


Src. 2. There shall be an Adjutant-General appointed 
by the Governor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate. He shall hold his office until the appoint- 
_ ment and qualification of his successor, or until removed 
in pursuance of the sentence of a court-martial. He 
shall perform such duties and receive such compensation 
or emoluments as are now or may be prescribed by law. 
He shall discharge the duties of his office at the seat of 
government, unless absent, under orders, on duty; and 
no other officer of the General Staff of the Militia shall 
receive salary or pay, except when on service and mus- 
tered in with troops.

Sec. 3. The existing Militia Law of the State shall 
expire at the end of the next session of the General 
Assembly, except so far as it may be re-enacted, subject 
to the provisions of this Article. 


ARTICLE X. 
LABOR AND AGRICULTURE. 


Section 1. There shall be a Superintendent of Labor 
and Agriculture, elected by the qualified voters of this 
State at the first General election for Delegates to the 
General Assembly after the adoption of this Constitution, 
who shall hold his office for the term of four years, and 
until the election and qualification of his successor. 
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Src, 2. His qualifications shall be the same as those 
prescribed for the Comptroller; he shall qualify and enter 
upon the duties of his office on the second Monday of Jan- 
uary next succeeding the time of his election; and a va- 
cancy in the office shall be filled by the Governor for the 
residue of the term. 


Src. 3. He shall perform such of the duties now devol- 
ved by Law upon the Commissioner of Immigration, and 
the Immigration Agent, as will promote the object for 
which those officers were appointed, and such other duties 
as may be assigned to him by the General Assembly, and 
shall receive a salary of twenty-tive hundred dollars a year; 
and after his election and qualification, the offices before 
mentioned shall cease. 


Src. 4. He shall supervise all the State Inspectors of 
agricultural products and fertilizers; and from time to time 
shall carefully examine and audit their accounts, and pre- 
scribe regulations not inconsistent with Law, tending to 
secure economy and efficiency in the business of their of- 
fices. He shall have the supervision of the Tobacco Ware- 
houseg, and all other buildings used for inspection and 
storage purposes by the State; and may,at the discretion 
of the Legislature, have thesupervision of all public build- 
ings now belonging to, or which may hereafter be erected 
by the State. He shall frequently inspect such buildings 
as are committed to. his charge, and examine all accounts 
for labor and materials required for their construction or 
repairs. 


Sec. 5 He shall inquire into the undeveloped resources 
of wealth of the State of Maryland more especially con- 
cerning those within the limits of the Chesapeake Bay and 
its tributaries which belong to the State, and suggest such 
plans as may be calculated to render them available as 
sources of revenue. 


Sro. 6. He shall make detailed reports to every General 
Assembly within the first week of its session, in reference 
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to each of the subjects committed to his charge, and he 
shall also report to the Governor, in the recess of the 
Legislature, all abuses or irregularities, which he may 
find to exist in any department of public affiairs with 
which his office is connected. 


Sec. 7. The office hereby established shall continue for 
four years from the date of the qualification of the first 
incumbent thereof, and shall then expire, unless continued 
by the General Assembly.

ARTICLE XI. 
CITY OF BALTIMORE. 


Section 1. The Inhabitants of the City of Baltimore, 
qualified by Law to vote in said city for members of the 
House of Delegates, shall on the Tuesday after the first 
Monday of November, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, 
and on the same day in every second year thereafter, elect 
a person to be Mayor of the City of Baltimore, who shall 
have such qualifications, receive such compensation, dis- 
_ charge such duties, and have such powers as are now, or 
may hereafter be prescribed by Law; and the term of 
whose office shall commence on the first Monday of No- 
vember succeeding his election, and shall continue for two 
years, and until his successor shall have qualified.* 


Sec. 2. The City Council of Baltimore shall consist of 
Two Branches, one of which shall be called the First 
_ Branch, and the other the Second Branch, and each shall 
consist of such number of members, having such quali- 
cation, receiving such compensation, performing such 
duties, possessing such powers, holding such terms of 
office, and elected in such manner, as are now, or may 
hereafter be prescribed by Law.

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Sec. 3. An election for members of the First Branch of 
the City Council of Baltimore shall be held in the City of 
Baltimore on the Tuesday after the first Monday of No- 
vember in every year; and for members of the Second 
Branch on the Tuesday after the first Monday of Novem- 
ber, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, and on the same 
day in every second year thereafter; and the qualification 
for electors of the members of the City Council shall be 
the same as those prescribed for the electors of Mayor.* 


Sec. 4. The regular sessions of the City Council of Bal- 
timore, (which shall be annual), shall comnrence on the 
third Monday of January of each year, and shall not con- 
tinue more than ninety days, exclusive of Sundays; but 
the Mayor may convene the City Council in extra session 
whenever and as often as it may appear to him that the 
public good may require, but no called or extra session 
shall last longer than twenty days, exclusive of Sundays. 


Sec. 5. No person elected and qualified as Mayor, or 
asa member of the City Council, shall, during the term 
for which he was elected, hold any other office of profit 
or trust, created, or to be created, by the Mayor and City 
Council of Baltimore, or by any Law relating to the Cor- 
poration of Baltimore, or hold any employment or posi- 
tion, the compensation of which shall be paid, directly or 
' indirectly, out of the City Treasury; nor shall any such 
person be interested, directly, or indirectly, in any con- 
tract, to which the City is a party; nor shall it be lawful 
for any person holding any office under the City, to be 
interested, while holding such office, in any contract, to 
which the City is a party. 


Sec. 6. The Mayor shall, on conviction in a Court of 
Law, of wilful neglect of duty, or misbehavior in office, 
be removed from office by the Governor of the State, and 
a successor shall thereafter be elected, as in a case of 
vacancy.

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Src. 7. From and after the adoption of this Constitu- 
tion, no debt (except as hereinafter excepted), shall be 
created by the Mayor and City Council of Baltimore; nor 
shall the credit of the Mayor and City Council of Baati- 
more be given or loaned to, or in aid of any individual, 
association, or corporation; nor shall the Mayor and City 
Council of Baltimore have the power to involve the City 
of Baltimore in the construction of works of internal im- 
provement, nor in granting any aid thereto, which shall 
involve the faith and credit of the City, nor make any ap- 
propriation therefor, unless such debt or credit be author- 
ized by an act of the General Assembly of Maryland, and 
by an Ordinance of the Mayor and City Council of Balti- 
more, submitted to the legal voters of the City of Baltimore 
at such time and place as may be fixed by said Ordinance, 
and approved by a majority of the votes cast at such 
time and place, but the Mayor and City Council may, 
temporarily, borrow any amount of money to meet any 
deficiency in the City Treasury, or to provide for any 
emergency arising from the necessity of maintaining the 
police, or preserving the safety and sanitary condition of 
the City, and may make due and proper arrangements 
and agreements for the removal and extension, in whole 
or in part, of any and all debts and obligations, created 
according to Law before the adoption of this Constitution.

Sec. 8. All Laws and Ordinances now in force applica- 
ble to the City of Baltimore, not inconsistent with this 
Article, shall be, and they are hereby continued until 
changed in due course of Law.

Sec. 9. The General Assembly may make such changes 
in this Article, except in section seventh thereof, as it 
may deem best; and this Article shall not be so con- 
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strued or taken as to make the political corporation of 
Baltimore independent of, or free from the control which 
the General Assembly of Maryland has over all such 
Corporations in this State.

ARTICLE XII. 
PUBLIC WORKS. 


Secrion 1. The Governor, the Comptroller of the 
Treasury and the Treasurer, shall constitute the Board of 
Public Works in this State. They shall keep a journal 
of their proceedings, and shall hold regular sessions in 
the City of Annapolis, on the first Wednesday in Jan- 
uary, April, July and October, in each year, and oftener 
if necessary; at which sessions they shall hear and 
determine such matters as affeet the Public Works of the 
State, and as the General Assembly may confer upon 
them the power to decide. 


Src. 2. They shall exercise a diligent and faithful 
supervision of all Public Works in which the State may 
be interested as Stockholder or Creditor, and shall repre- 
sent and vote the stock of the State of Maryland in all 
meetings of the stockholders of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Canal; and shall appoint the Directors in every Railroad 
and Canal Company in which the State has the legal 
power to appoint Directors, which said Directors shall 
represent the State in all meetings of the Stockholders of 
the respective Companies for which they are appointed or 
elected. And the President and Directors of the said 
Chesapeake and Ohio Canal Company shall so regulate the 
tolls of said Company from time to time, as to produce 
the largest amount of revenue, and to avoid the injurious 
effects to said Company of rival competition by other 
Internal Improvement Companies. They shall require 
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the Directors of all said Public Works to guard the public 
interest and prevent the establishment of tolls which shall 
discriminate against the interest of the citizens or pro- 
ducts of this State, and from time to time, and as often as 
there shall be any change in the rates of toll on any of the 
said Works, to furnish the said Board of Public Works a 
schedule of such modified rates of toll, and so adjust them 
as to promote the agricultural interests of the State; they 
shall report to the General Assembly at each regular 
session and recommend such legislation as they may deem 
necessary and requisite to promote or protect the interests 
of the State in the said Public Works; they shall perform 
such other duties as may be hereafter prescribed by Law; 
and a majority of them shall be competent to act. The 
Governor, Comptroller and Treasurer shall receive no ad- 
ditional salary for services rendered by them as members 
of the Board of Public Werks. The provisions of the Act 
of the General Assembly of Maryland of the year 1867, 
chapter 359, are hereby declared null and void. 


Src. 3. [2.] The Board of Public Works is hereby auth- 
orized, subject to such regulations and conditions as the 
General Assembly may from time to time prescribe, to sell 
the State’s interest in all works of internal improvement, 
whether as a stockholder or a creditor, and also the State’s 
interest in any banking corporation, receiving in payment 
the bonds and registered debt now owing by the State, 
equal in amount to the price obtained for the State’s said 
interest. * 





ARTICLE XIII. 
NEW COUNTIES. 


Srction 1. The General Assembly may provide, by Law 
for organizing new Counties, locating and removing county 
seats, and changing county lines; but no new county shall

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be organized without the consent of the majority of the 
legal voters residing within the limits proposed to be 
formed into said new county; and whenever a new county 
shall be proposed to be formed out of portions of two or 
more counties, the consent of a majority of the legal voters 
of such part of each of said counties, respectively, shall be 
required; nor shall the lines of any county be changed 
without the consent of a majority of the legal voters re- 
siding within the district, which, under said proposed 
change, would form a part of a county different from that 
to which it belonged prior to said change; and no new 
county shall contain less than four hundred square miles, 
nor less than ten thousand white inhabitants; nor shall 
any change be made in the limits of any county, whereby 
the population of said county would be reduced to less 
than ten thousand white inhabitants, or its territory re- 
duced to less than four hundred square miles.

Sec. 2. At the election to be held for the adoption or 
rejection of this Constitution, in each election district, in 
those parts of Worcester and Somerset Counties, com- 
prised within the following limits, viz.: Beginning at the 
point, where Mason and Dixon’s lines crosses the channel 
of Pocomoke River, thence following said line to the 
channel of the Nanticoke River, thence with the channel 
of said river to Tangier Sound, or the intersection of Nan- 
ticoke and Wicomico Rivers, thence up the channel of the 
Wicomico River to the mouth of Wicomico Creek, thence 
with the channel of said creek and Passerdyke Creek to 
Dashield’s or Disharoon’s Mills, thence with the mill-pond 
of said mills and branch following the middle prong of 
said branch, to Meadow Bridge, on the road, dividing the 
Counties of Somerset and Worcester, near the southwest 
corner of farm of William P. Morris, thence due east to 
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the Pocomoke River, thence with the channel of said 
river to the beginning,the Judges of Election, in each of 
said districts, shall receive the ballots of each elector, 
voting at said election, who has resided for six months 
preceding said election within said limits, for or against a 
new County; and the Return Judges of said election dis- 
tricts shall certify the result of such voting, in the man- 
ner, now prescribed by Law, to the Governor, who shall 
by proclamation make known the same; and if a majority 
of the legal votes cast within that part of Worcester 
County, contained within said lines, and also a majority 
of the legal votes cast within that part of Somerset 
County, contained within said line, shall be in favor of a 
new County, then said parts of Worcester and Somerset 
Counties shall become and constitute a new County, to 
be called Wicomico County; and Salisbury shall be the 
County seat. And the inhabitants thereof shall thence- 
forth have and enjoy all such rights and privileges as are 
held and enjoyed by the inhabitants of the other Coun- 
ties of this State. 


Sec. 3. When said new County shall have been so 
created, the inhabitants thereof shall cease to have any 
claim to, or interest in, the county buildings, and other 
public property of every description, belonging to said 
Counties of Somerset and Worcester, respectively, and 
shall be liable for their proportionate shares of the then 
existing debts and obligations of the said Counties, ac- 
cording to the last assessment in said Counties, to be as- 
certained and apportioned by the Circuit Court for Somer- 
set County, as to the debtsand obligations of said County, 
and by the Circuit Court for Worcester County, on the 
debts and obligations of Worcester County, on the petition 
of the County Commissioners of the said Counties, respec- 
tively; an@ the property in each part of the said Counties, 
included in said new County, shall be bound only for the 
share of the debts and obligations of the county from 
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which it shall be separated; and the inhabitants of said 
new county shall also pay the County taxes levied upon 
them at the time of the creation of such new county, as if 
such new County had not been created; and on the appli- 
cation of twelve citizens of the proposed County of Wi- 
comico, the Surveyor of Worcester County shall run and - 
locate the line from Meadow Bridge to the Pocomoke 
River, previous to the adoption or rejection of this Con- 
stitution, and at the expense of said petitioners. 


Src. 4. At the first general election, held under this 
Constitution, the qualified voters of said new County shall 
be entitled to elect a Senator and two Delegates to the 
General Assembly and all such County or other officers as 
this Constitution may authorize, or require to be elected 
by other Counties of the State; a notice of such election 
shall be given by the sheriffs of Worcester and Somerset 
Counties in the manner now prescribed by Law; and in 
case said new County shall be established, as aforesaid, 
then the Counties of Somerset and Worcester shall be en- 
titled to elect but two Delegates each to the General 
Assembly.: 


So. 5. The County of Wicomico, if formed according 
to the provisions of this Constitution, shall be embraced 
in the First Judicial Circuit; and the times for holding 
the Courts therein shall be fixed and determined by the 
General Assembly. 


Src. 6. The General Assembly shall pass all such Laws 
as may be necessary more fully to carry into effect the 
provisions of this Article. 





ARTICLE XIV. 
AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION.» 


Srecrion 1.-The General Assembly may propose 
Amendments to this Constitution; provided, that each 
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Amendment shall be embraced in a separate Bill, em- 
bodying the Article or Section, as the same will stand 
when amended and passed by three-fifths of all the mem- 
bers elected to each of the two Houses, by yeas and nays, 
to be entered on the Journals with the proposed Amend- 
ment. The Bill or Bills proposing amendment or amend- 
ments shall be published, by order of the Governor, in at 
least two newspapers in each county, where so many may 
be published, and where not more than one may be pub- 
lished, then in that newspaper, and in three newspapers 
published in the City of Baltimore, one of which shall be - 
in the German language, once a week for at least three 
months preceding the next ensuing general election, at 
which the proposed amendment or amendments shall be 
submitted, in a form to be prescribed by the General As- 
sembly, to the qualified voters of the State for adoption 
or rejection. The votes cast for and against said proposed 
amendment or amendments, severally, shall be returned 
to the Governor, in the manner prescribed in other cases, 
and if it shall appear to the Governor that a majority of 
the votes cast at said election on said amendment or 
amendments, severally, were cast in favor thereof, the 
Governor shall, by his proclamation, declare the said 
amendment or amendments, having received said majority 
of votes, to have been adopted by the people of Mary- 
land as part of the Constitution thereof, and thenceforth 
said amendment or amendments shall be part of the said 
Constitution. When two or more amendments shall be 
submitted, in manner aforeseid, to the voters of this State 
at the same election, they shall be so submitted as that 
each amendment shall be voted on separately.

Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the General Assembly to 
provide by Law for taking, at the general election to be 
held in the year eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, and 
every twenty years thereafter, the sense of the people in 
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regard to calling a convention for altering this Constitu- 
tion; and if a majority of voters at such election or 
elections shall vote for a convention, the General Assem-- 
bly at its next session shall provide by Law for the 
assembling of such convention, and for the election of 
Delegates thereto. Each County and Legislative District 
of the City of Baltimore shall have in such convention 
a number of Delegates equal to its representation in both 
Houses at the time at which the convention is called. 
But any Constitution, or change, or amendment of the 
existing Constitution, which may be adopted by such 
convention, shall be submitted to the voters of this State, 
and shall have no effect unless the same shall have been 
adopted by a majority of the voters voting thereon. 





ARTICLE XV. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


Sscrion 1. Every person holding any office created by, 
or existing under the Constitution, or Laws of the State, 
(except Justices of the Peace, Constables and Coroners), or 
holding any appointment under any Court of this State, 
whose pay or compensation is derived from fees, or 
moneys coming into his hands for the discharge of his offi- 

cial duties, orin any way growing out of or connected 
with his office, shall keep a book in which shall be entered 
every sum or sums of money received by him, or on his 
account, as a payment or compensation for his perform- 
ance of official duties, a copy of which entries in said book, 
verified by the oath of the officer by whom it is directed 
to be kept, shall be returned yearly to the Comptroller of 
the State for his inspection, and that of the General 
Assembly of the State, to which the Comptroller shall, at 
each regular session thereof, make a report showing what 
officers have complied with this section; and each of the 
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said officers, when the amount received by him for the 
year shall exceed the sum which he is by Law entitled to 
retain as his salary or compensation for the discharge of 
his duties, and for the expenses of his office, shall yearly 
pay over to the Treasurer of the State the amount of such 
excess, subject to such disposition thereof as the General 
Assembly-1aay direct; if any of such officers shall fail to 
comply with the requisitions of this section for the 
period of thirty days after the expiration of each and 
every year of his office, such officer shall be deemed to 
have vacated his office, and the Governor shall declare the 
same vacant, and the vacancy therein shall be filled as in 
case of vacancy for any other cause, and such officer shall 
be subject to suit by the State for the amount that ought 
to be paid into the treasury; and no person holding any 
office created by or existing under this Constitution or 
Laws of the State, or holding any appointment under any 
Court in this State, shall receive more than three thousand 
dollars a year as a compensation for the discharge of 
his official duties, except in cases specially provided in 
this Constitution.

Src. 2. The several Courts existing in this State at the 
time of the adoption of this Constitution, shall, until 
superseded under its provisions, continue with like powers 
and jurisdiction, and in the exercise thereof, both at Law 
and in Equity, in all respects, as if this Constitution had 
not been adopted; and when said Courts shall be so super- 
seded, all causes then depending in said Courts shall pass 
into the jurisdiction of several Courts, by which they may 
be respectively superseded. 


Sec. 3. The Governor and all officers, civil and mili- 
tary, now holding office under this State, whether by 
election or appointment, shall continue to hold, exercise 
and discharge the duties of their offices (unless incon- 
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sistent with or otherwise provided in this Constitution), 
until they shall be superseded under its provisions, and 


until their successors shall be duly qualified.

Src. 4. If at any election directed by this Constitution, 
any two or more candidates shall have the highest and an 
equal number of votes, a new election shall be ordered by 
the Governor, except in ‘cases specially provided by this 
Constitution.

Sec. 6. The right of trial by Jury of all issues of fact 
in civil proceedings in the several Courts of Law in this 
State; where the amount in controversy exceeds the sum 
of five dollars, shall be inviolably preserved.

Sno. 7. All general elections in this State shall be held 
on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in the month 
of November, in the year in which they shall occur; and 
the first election of all officers, who, under this Constitu- 
tion, are required to be elected by the people, shall, except 
in cases herein specially provided for, be held on the 
Tuesday next after the first Monday of November, in the 
year eighteen hundred and sixty-seven. 


Src. 8. The Sheriffs of the several Counties of this State, 
and of the City of Baltimore, shall give notice of the sev- 
eral elections authorized by this Constitution, in the man- 
ner prescribed by existing Laws for elections to be held in 
this State, until said Laws shall be changed. 


Sec. 9. The Term of office of all Judges and other 
officers, for whose election provision is made by this Con- 
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stitution, shall, except in cases otherwise expressly pro- 
vided herein, commence from the time of their election; 
and all such other officers shall qualify as soon after their 
election as practicable, and shall enter upon the duties of 
their respective offices immediately upon their qualifica- 
tion; and the term of office of the State Librarian and of 
Commissioner of the Land Office shall commence from the 
time of their appointment. 


Sec. 10. Any officer elected or appointed in pursuance of 
the provisions of this Constitution, may qualify, either 
according to the existing provisions of Law, in relation to 
officers under the present Constitution, or before the Gov- 
ernor of the State, or before any Clerk of any Court of 
Record in any part of the State; but in case an officer shall 
qualify out of the County in which he resides, an official 
copy of his oath shall be filed and recorded in the Clerk’s 
office of the Circuit County for the County in which he 
may reside, or in the Clerk’s office of the Superior Court 
of the City of Baltimore, if he shall reside therein. 


VOTE ON THE CONSTITUTION. 


For the purpose of ascertaining the sense of the people 
of this State in regard to the adoption or rejection of this 
Constitution, the Governor shall issue his Proclamation 
within five days after the adjournment of this convention, 
directed to the Sheriffs of the City of Baltimore and of 
the several Counties of this State, commanding them to 
give notice, in the manner now prescribed by Law in ref- 
erence to the election of members of the House of Dele- 
gates, that an election for the adoption or rejection of this 
Constitution will be held in the City of Baltimore, and in 
the several Counties of this State, on Wednesday, the 
eighteenth day of September, in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-seven, at the usual places of holding elec- 
tions for members of the House of Delegates in said city 
and counties. At the said election the vote shall be by 
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ballot, and upon each ballot there shall be written or 
printed the words “For the Constitution,” or ‘‘Against the 
Constitution,” as the voter may elect; and the provisions 
of the Laws of this State, relating to the holding of gen- 
eral elections for members of the House of Delegates, 
shall in all respects apply to and regulate the holding of 
the said election. It shall be the duty of the Judges of 
Election in said city and in the several counties of the 
State to receive, accurately count and duly return the 
number of ballots so cast for or against the adoption of 
this Constitution, as well as any blank ballots which may 
be cast, to the several Clerks of the Circuit Courts of this 
State, and to the Clerk of the Superior Court of Baltimore 
City in the manner now prescribed by Law, in reference 
to the election of members of the House of Delegates, and 
duplicates thereof directly to the Governor; and the sev- 
eral Clerks aforesaid shall return to the Governor, within 
ten days after said election, the number of ballots cast for 
or against the Constitution, and the number of blank bal- 
lots; and the Governor, upon receiving the returns from 
the Judges of Election or the Clerks as aforesaid, and as- 
certaining the aggregate vote throughout the State, shall, 
by his proclamation, make known the same; and if a 
majority of the votes cast shall be for the adoption of this 
Constitution, it shall go into effect on Saturday, the fifth 
day of October, eighteen hundred and sixty-seven.
